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Accused spy still behind bars

Canada’s defence minister was 
tight-lipped on Tuesday concern¬ 
ing allegations a Halifax-based 
naval intelligence officer leaked 
information to a “foreign entity.” 

But Peter MacKay said the 
apparent security breach has not 
raised concerns for Canada’s 
NATO allies. 

“Let me assure that our allies 
have full confidence in Canada, 
full confidence in our informa¬ 
tion,” MacKay told reporters Tues¬ 
day. 

MacKay said he could not com¬ 
ment on the case of Sub.-Lt. Jef¬ 
frey Paul Delisle, a 40-year-old 
Bedford man charged under the 
Security of Information Act on 
Monday, as the matter is before 
the courts. 

Delisle, who worked at CFB 
Stadacona as an intelligence offi¬ 
cer, is facing two charges relat¬ 
ing to communicating sensitive 
information to an undisclosed 
foreign entity and one count of 
breach of trust in his duties at the 
base. 

The alleged offences occurred 
between July 2007 and January

2012, according to the RCMP. 

MacKay said he would neither 
deny nor confirm Russian 
involvement — a claim reported 
by CTV, citing unnamed sources. 

“I’m not denying or confirm¬ 
ing anything. I’m saying that 
there’s a process that has to be 
followed, and public commentaiy 
from the minister of national 
defence is not going to assist 
that,” he said. 

Sergei Ivanov, a spokesman for 
the Russian Foreign Intelligence 
Service, refused to comment on 
the allegations when contacted 
by state-owned news agency Ria 
Novosti. 

Delisle did not appear in a Hal¬ 
ifax courtroom on Tuesday for a 
scheduled bail hearing. His 
lawyer, Cameron MacKeen, re¬ 
scheduled it for Jan. 25. Delisle 
will remain in jail at the Central 
Nova Correctional Facility in 
Burnside.

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Provinces form health-care working group 


Nova Scotia’s premier says 
the provinces have time on 
their side in their quest to 
bring the federal govern¬ 
ment back to the table on 
health transfers. 

Darrell Dexter said his 
provincial counterparts aim 
to come up with a different 
vision for health-care fund¬ 
ing than the one presented 
by the federal government 
in December. 

“We’ve got a couple of 


years to lay out a path for¬ 
ward for health care in 
Canada,” Dexter told re¬ 
porters in Halifax via a tele¬ 
conference late Tuesday. 
“We were disappointed by a 
federal government that re¬ 
fuses to enter into any dis¬ 
cussion and is essentially 
absenting itself from the re¬ 
sponsibility for a national 
health-care system.” 

He was speaking at the 
conclusion of a meeting of 


provincial and territorial 
leaders held in British Co¬ 
lumbia over the past two 
days. 

Over the two-day sum¬ 
mit, the premiers commit¬ 
ted to forming two working 
groups to address the inno¬ 
vative possibilities and fis¬ 
cal realities of health care 
in Canada. The findings of 
those groups will be deliv¬ 
ered in Halifax this July. 

At the meeting the Coun¬ 


cil of the Federation mulled 
over the health-care trans¬ 
fer model presented by fed¬ 
eral Finance Minister Jim 
Flaherty in December. That 
model would have health 
transfers to the provinces 
continue to grow by six per 
cent until 2017, when they 
would be tied to economic 
growth. Premiers of 
provinces with weaker 
economies have criticized 
the model, e alex boutililer

A man who was shot early

Officers executed a 
search warrant at a resi¬ 
dence on Wendybroolc 
Drive on Tuesday and 
found 12 marijuana 
plants, the Halifax RCMP 
say. 

Police have charged a 
24-year-old man and a 31- 
year-old woman with cul¬ 
tivation of marijuana and 
possession for the pur¬ 
pose of trafficking. 

Earlier on Tuesday at 
about 1:20 a.m., officers 
responded to a weapons 
call at the same residence 
and found the 24-year-old

Tammy 
Lobb said police do not be¬ 
lieve the shooting is a ran¬ 
dom incident and are 
searching for three male 
suspects between the ages 
of 20 and 30. 

She said the shooting 
victim and the woman 
charged have been re¬ 
leased from police custody 
in relation to the drug 
charges. 

About six officers and a 
forensic unit were walk¬ 


ing in and out of the resi¬ 
dence at 219 Wendybroolc 
Dr. late Tuesday morning. 

Melissa Calnen, who 
lives just a few houses 
over from where the po¬ 


lice activity was taking 
place, said a recently mar¬ 
ried young couple has 
lived in the house for 
about three years and 
have several pets. 


She referred to them as 
“sweethearts.” 

“Nothing like this ever 
happens around here,” 
said Calnen, in reference 
to the shooting incident.

For decades, Benjamin 
West sat on the wall — a 
bit of a smirk on his face 
— watching the cama¬ 
raderie at the Halifax Club. 

Now the self-portrait is 
in New York, awaiting a 
Sotheby’s auction later 
this month. 

“It’s a hard thing to part 
with, but we found it was 
the right time,” said 
Richard Bishop, president 
of the club located on Hol¬ 
lis Street. 

West was born in Penn¬ 
sylvania in 1738. He trav¬ 
elled to Britain to paint the 
royals, and most impor¬ 
tantly to this country, he 
painted one of Canada’s 
most important historical 
works: The Death of Gen¬ 
eral Wolfe. 

Art connoisseur Sir 
Maxwell Aitlcen, Lord 
Beaverbroolc, who has a 
gallery in his name in 
Fredericton, gifted the 
painting to the club in the 
1940s or ’50s. No one at 
the club remembers or 
knows why Beaverbroolc 
was so generous. Ward 
Skinner, club treasurer, 
said in correspondence 
with the Beaverbroolc fam¬ 
ily over the years, they 
have acknowledged the 
painting as a gift and have 
laid no claim to it. 

Sotheby’s estimates the 
painting dates back to

1780, when West was 42 
years old. 

Costs of a security 
alarm, insurance, as well 
as concerns over moisture 
and environmental effects 


on the painting, led to the 
club’s decision to sell the 
painting. 

“We’re not a museum 
and we’re not an art 
gallery,” Skinner said. “We 
have a masterpiece that 
we’re having trouble main¬ 
taining.” 

Paying for renovations 
and maintenance of the 
club’s 150-year-old build¬ 
ing is a constant challenge. 
The money from the paint¬ 
ing will therefore be wel¬ 
come. There’s a minimum 
bid of $250,000 US, but 
Sotheby’s estimates it 


could be sold for $350,000 
US. 

Skinner and Bishop 
hope the painting ends up 
in a museum instead of a 
private home, but any¬ 
thing goes at an auction.

“You go on board! Is that 
clear? Do you hear me?” 
the coast guard officer 
shouted as the captain of 
the grounded Costa Con¬ 
cordia sat safe in a life raft 
and frantic passengers 
struggled to escape after 
the ship rammed into a 
reef off the Tuscan coast. 

“It is an order. Don’t 
make any more excuses. 
You have declared ‘Aban¬ 
don ship.’ Now I am in 
charge.” 

The dramatic recording 
made public Tuesday 
shows Capt. Francesco 
Schettino resisted orders 
to return to his ship to di¬ 
rect the evacuation, say¬ 
ing it was too dark and 
the ship was tipping per¬ 
ilously. 

The Costa Concordia 
had more than 4,200 pas¬ 
sengers and crew on 
board when it slammed 
into the reef Friday off the 
tiny island of Giglio after 
Schettino made an unau¬ 
thorized manoeuvre from 
the ship’s programmed 
course — apparently to

Witness at police-corruption trial says he was ‘pulverized’

A key Crown witness was 
beaten so savagely by some 
of the police officers ac¬ 
cused in a massive corrup¬ 
tion case that he feared for 
his life, court heard Tues¬ 
day. 

“I was semi-conscious, I 
was covered in blood from 
head to toe,” said Christo¬ 
pher Quigley, a jeweliy bro¬ 
ker and one-time drug 
dealer. 

“I was terrified, I really 
thought I was going to die. I 
thought it was possible they 
were going to kill me in this 


The Iraq War veteran 
would carefully stalk each 
of his victims from among 
the thousands of homeless 
living in Southern Califor¬ 
nia. He would then stab 
them repeatedly with a 
knife that could cut 


through bone, authorities 
say. 

For his fourth and latest 
victim, they say, Itzcoatl 
Ocampo, 23, selected a 
homeless man featured in 
a Los Angeles Times story 
about a killing spree that 


terrorized those living on 
the streets for weeks. 

“He was a monster,” Or¬ 
ange County District Attor¬ 
ney Tony Raclcauclcas told 
reporters at a news confer¬ 
ence.

They say the protest 
could threaten the credi¬ 
bility of their work. 

“My main concern is 
that it puts the organiza¬ 
tion in the role of advoca¬ 
cy, and that’s a slippery 
slope,” said editor Robert 
Lawton, a Michigan com¬ 
puter consultant who 
would prefer that the en¬ 
cyclopedia stick to being a 
neutral repository of 
knowledge.

Dare to Wear Love museum 
exhibit features Canadian 
fashions inspired by Africa 
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The stars of Jasper 

O Jasper National Park is the ‘Disney World’ of dark sky 
preserves, according to one well-known astronomer 


Peter McMahon has stars in 
his eyes. His head is in the 
clouds. McMahon is one of 
Canada’s best-known as¬ 
tronomers, and certainly 
the most media savvy. He’s 
travelled around the world 
to follow his dream of trav¬ 
elling among the stars. 

So when he says that 
“Jasper National Park is be¬ 
coming the Disney World 
of dark sky preserves,” he 
means it in a good way. 

McMahon was in Jasper 
for its first-ever Dark Sky 
Festival — a weekend of 
events in October celebrat¬ 
ing Jasper National Park’s 
designation at the world’s 
largest — and darkest — 
dark sky preserve. Jasper 
turns out to be one of the 
best places in the world to 
get lost in space. 

So it seems strange that 
his guided tour of the heav¬ 
ens is taking place on a 


bright sunny morning. 
McMahon is sparkling with 
enthusiasm and aims his 
telescope at the faint day¬ 
time moon hanging over a 
mountain known as The 
Whistlers. When it comes 
to gazing at the moon, 
eveiything is much clearer 
in the light of day. 

When evening falls, it’s 
time to go to the mobile 
Telus Planetarium — a sort 
of inflatable igloo that mag¬ 
ically transforms the inside 
of a school gym into a high- 
tech dome for taking a star 
trek. Tyson Wagner from 
the Telus World of Science 
in Edmonton is the stoiy- 
teller. 

Using the dome of the in¬ 
flatable igloo as his drawing 
board, Wagner points out 
Cassiopeia — the Greek 
queen whose vanity and 
beauty invokes the jealousy 
of the gods. To the north is 


her husband, King 
Cepheus. And to the south, 
their daughter Andromeda. 
To the southeast is Perseus. 

When darkness has cov¬ 
ered the land, it’s off to 
Pyramid Lake, about 10 
minutes away from the 
town of Jasper and a galaxy 
away from the city lights. 
But the night sides are 
cloudy and gloomy and not 
at all hopeful. There are 
stars in the southern sky 
but you can’t see them.

However, employees 
also have some tricks up 
their sleeves. Here are some 
of my favourites: 

Alleged constructive 
dismissals: 

Many employees, unhappy 
with their jobs and their 
employers, will conjure up 
perceived workplace injus¬ 
tices in an effort to leave 
and collect severance. Some 
of these claims are meritori¬ 
ous —many are not. Worse, 
in a number of cases, these 
employees have already re¬ 
ceived another job offer, 
and therefore, have no 
right to compensation no 
matter how long or com¬ 
mendable their service. 

Mitigation: 

The single biggest source of 


employer mistrust with em¬ 
ployees is with those who 
are no longer employed but 
are still on their payroll re¬ 
ceiving severance — and 
for good reason. Ex-employ¬ 
ees who are receiving sever¬ 
ance are required to report 
any job offers or any in¬ 
come they receive, which 
would then eliminate fur¬ 
ther payments. Many do 
not and they usually get 
away with it. 

Harassment claims: 

Today, a tough boss can no 
longer criticize employees 
without fear of a human 
rights or harassment com¬ 
plaint. 

This is because liberal¬ 
ized human rights laws and 
employee-friendly human 
rights tribunals often ex¬ 
tend legal protection to 
even superficial harass¬ 
ment claims. Employees, 
aware of employers’ fears, 
can illegitimately assert 
they were “harassed” when 
something did not go their 
way and they frequently do, 
as a means to achieve a 
right or benefit they did not 
otherwise deserve. 

Loyalty: 

Most employers believe 
that unhappy ex-employees 
will stop at nothing to de¬ 
rail them. However, the 
biggest workplace conspira¬ 
tors often come from in-

Ben Ur always wanted to 
be a soccer player. 

Even after his parents 
enrolled him in hockey 
when they moved from 
England to Canada when 
he was four, and even after 
he became a Halifax 
Hawks AAA mainstay all 
the way up to bantam, the 
multi-sport standout pre¬ 
ferred the pitch to the icy 
cold rink. 

Finally, when he was go¬ 
ing into Grade 12, he 
ditched skates for good. 

“At the end of the day, I 
realized soccer was my 
passion,” Ur says. “Not that 
I regret playing hockey — 
it was a hard decision — 
but in the back of my 
mind, soccer was the sport 
I really loved to play.”

For traditional Buick 
lovers, their world must 
seem a truly bewildering 
place.

But that large barge has 
now sailed, taking with it 
the last vestiges of what 
once made Buick the final 
word in upper-mid-range 
opulence. 

General Motors has re¬ 
tooled its formerly mori¬ 
bund Buick brand and 
infused it with some par¬ 
ticularly tasty small-scale 
products that offer style 
and fuel economy, while

Other than the popular

YOUNG BUYERS FREAK OUT AUTOMAKERS 


AUTOPILOT 



H ow do you 
sell cars to 
people who 
are only 
mildly inter¬ 
ested in cars? 
I thought maybe with 
mild cars, mild advertising 
and mild salespeople. But 
apparently that’s 
incorrect. 

Truth be told, automak¬ 
ers are just learning how 
to appeal to the next big 
group of auto buyers — 
young people who love 
their digital world a lot 
more than the automotive 
world. 

At this year’s auto show 
in Detroit, Chevrolet intro¬ 
duced a couple of concepts 
aimed squarely at this “not 
really crazy about cars” 
generation. 

But before it did, John 
McFarland, leader of GM’s 
Global Youth Strategy,

shared some research it 
unearthed about this new 
group of buyers. 

For starters, it’s a big 
group — in the U.S. alone, 
young consumers are 80 
million strong, and repre¬ 
sent 40 per cent of the po¬ 
tential car buying market. 

The key word there is 
“potential.” 

Many are just not get¬ 
ting their licenses when 
they turn 16. For them, the 
signal that they’ve made it 
to adulthood is not getting 
behind the wheel, but get¬ 
ting behind a smartphone. 

Also, their digital world 
provides social experi¬ 


ences that were previously 
only possible by leaving 
the driveway. 

But all is not lost. While 
many are disinterested in 
purchasing a new car right 
away, many feel the other 
way. After talking to over 
9,000 young customers, 
GM concluded that nearly 
40 per cent ARE interested 
in cars; in the U.S. that 
translates to 32 million po¬ 
tential young customers. 

All well and good, but 
even these car-interested 
types have very unique 
views on car brands. Basi¬ 
cally most car brands 
aren’t turning their crank. 


This is in contrast to 
their passion and emotion¬ 
al connection to other tech 
brands, like Apple, Google, 
and Faceboolc, as well as to 
brands such as Nike and 
Target. 

According to McFar¬ 
land, auto brands fall in 
the middle of their brand- 
love rankings, “some¬ 
where around disinterest 
and complacency.” 

And to punctuate the 
complacency, he offered 
this anecdote: He asked a 
young woman in Califor¬ 
nia about her car. She was 
very complimentaiy about 
it. When he probed fur¬ 
ther, and asked if she actu¬ 
ally loved the car, she said, 
“Well, the best way I can 
describe it, is it’s lcinda 
like an ugly boyfriend, you 
know? It’s been good to 
me, but the second some¬ 
thing better comes along 
... it’s out the door.” 

So car brands, like 
Chevrolet, who target this 
audience, have their work 
cut out for them. Lots of 
back and forth is needed, 
said McFarland. 

Young buyers are partic¬ 
ularly interested in a vehi¬ 
cle’s connectivity. 

According the Chevro¬ 


let, they’re also interested 
in being involved in the 
design process. That’s why 
the two concepts revealed 
in Detroit — the Tru 140S 
and Code 130R — have no 
interiors. GM has ideas for 
the interiors, and how to 
approach their connectivi¬ 
ty and infotainment sys¬ 
tems, but before it locks 
into a certain approach, 
it’s inviting a whole bunch 
of young people to offer 
some input, through 
kiosks at auto shows, and 
bringing the vehicles to 
where young people hang 
out. 

“Crowd sourcing,” so to 
speak. 

Oh yeah, almost forgot 
about the cars. Both are 
four-door sport coupes, be¬ 
cause young folk like 
sports cars, but want to 
bring their friends along 
too. Both are also fuel effi¬ 
cient, with 1.4-litre turbo 
engines. The front-drive 
Tru 140S channels the 
“Italian exotic car” vibe, 
while the rear-drive Code 
130R channels a “muscle 
car” vibe. 

I like the red one, even 
though I’m not sure I’m al¬ 
lowed to ... not in the de¬ 
mographic apparently.
